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After an interval of three years TExAs Liprarres again makes its 
appearance, and will be published quarterly. In order that the records 
may be as complete as possible, statistics of the several libraries for 
1911, 1912 and 1913 are ineluded. The reports of all libraries that 
replied hefore December 1 have been included in this number; reports 
received -since that date will appear in April number. The hearty co- 
operation of the librarians of Texas is necessary; each is requested to 
send promptly such notices of her work as may be of interest to others. 
There is nothing else that is quite so effective in promoting the im- 
provement of existing libraries and the establishment of new ones as 
accurate information about what is being accomplished by those in 
neighboring cities and ‘towns. 





Those who read the news notes from the various State institutions 
contained in this number will be impressed with the need of private gifts 
of books and periodicals to provide suitable reading matter to the resi- 
dents of these institutions. It is gratifying to note the generous re- 
sponses that were made to the appeals of the Confederate Woman’s 
Home and Rusk State Prison, and the gifts made to several of the 
public libraries. But there is great need for like generosity to be extended 
to the three State hospitals for the insane, the epileptic colony, the 
orphan home and the juvenile training school. 





Those charged with arranging for the tenth meeting of the Texas 
Library Association have encountered many obstacles, centering about 
the date and place of meeting and reduced railroad fare. The place 
has been agreed upon, and the meeting will be held at Austin as soon 
as the question of transportation can be determined. There have been 
many changes in the ranks of Texas librarians since the last meeting; 
the University of Texas Library Building has been completed; the 
opportunity for a good meeting is excellent and the attendance, it is 
hoped, will be large. 
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LIBRARY LAWS OF TEXAS 


1. General Provisions 


Exempt from taxation.—The following property shall be exempt from 
taxation, towit: . . . 9. All public libraries and personal property 
belonging to the same. (Act August 21, 1876. R.S., 1911, art. 7507.) 


Exempt from forced sale——Al\ public libraries shall be exempt from 
attachment, execution and every other species of forced sale. (Act 
August 15, 1870. R. S., 1911, art. 3791.) 


Penalty for detaining library property—That whoever wilfully de- 
tains any book, newspaper, magazine, pamphlet, manuscript or other 
property belonging to any public or incorporated library, reading room, 
museum or other educational institution for thirty days after notice in 
writing to return the same, given after the expiration of the time which 
by the rules of such institution such articles or other property may be 
kept, shall be punished by a fine of not less than $1.00 nor more than 
$25, and the said notice shall bear on its face a copy of this section. 
(Act April 15, 1913. General Laws, 1913, ch. 140, art. 5609a.) 


2. City Public Libraries 


Incorporated cities may establish free libraries——Any incorporated 
city or town in this State is authorized to establish a free library in such 
city or town, and to adopt rules and regulations for the proper manage- 
ment thereof, and to appropriate such part of the revenues of such city 
or town for the management and increase of such free library as the 
municipal government of such city or tewn may determine. (Act Feb- 
ruary 26, 1874. R. S., 1911, art. 853.) 


3. Farmers’ County Public Libraries 


How created.—Section 1. That upon the petition of one hundred or 
more legal voters of a county being filed with the county judge thirty 
days prior to any county election, praying that the proposition of pro- 
viding for a farmers’ county library at the county seat be submitted to 
a vote of the people of such county, such proposition shall be submitted 
to a vote of the people of such county at the next ensuing county election. 


Quarters and maintenance.—Sec. 2. If a majority of all the votes 
east upon such proposition are in favor thereof, it shall be the duty of 
the commissioners court of such county, within six months after said 
election, to provide a room or rooms in the county courthouse sufficient 
for the accommodation of such library, and to make an appropriation 
out of the county funds sufficient for the support and maintenance 
thereof. 


Duties of librarian.—Sec. 3. The commissioners court of such county 
shall employ a librarian, whose duty it shall be to gather information 
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pertaining to agriculture, horticulture and kindred subjects, to compile 
and catalogue same so as to be available for ready reference and use. 


How controlled—Sec. 4. The commissioners court of such county 


shall have entire control of such library and shall make such rules and 
regulations as may be necessary for its proper management. (Act April 
3, 1913. General Laws, 1913, ch. 122. 


4. Library and Historical Commission 
y 


Object.and purposes of the commission—The Texas Library and His- 
torical Commission shall consist of five members, which commission shall 
be assigned suitable offices at the Capitol, and whose object and purposes 
shall be to contro! and administer the State Library and to adopt and 
to enforce reasonable rules and regulations governing its administration 
and control, to aid and encourage libraries, to collect materials relating 
to the history of Texas and the adjoining states, to preserve, classify and 
publish the manuscript archives and such other matters as it may deem 
proper, to diffuse knowledge in regard to the history of Texas, to encour- 
age historical work and research, to mark historic sites and houses and 
secure their preservation, to aid those who are studying the problems to 
be dealt with by legislation, and to perform such other duties as may be 
enjoined by law. (Act March 19, 1909, sec. 1. R. S., 1911, art. 5599.) 


Commission, how constituted——The governor shall, by and with the 
advice and consent of the senate, appoint three persons who, together 
with the superintendent of public instruction and the head of the school 
of history of the state university, shal] constitute the Texas Library and 
Historical Commission. Appointments shall be made for the term of 
two years, except appointments to fill vacancies, which shall be made 
by the governor for the unexpired term. (Id., sec. 2. R. 8., 1911, art. 
5600.) 


Meetings: duties of state librarian.—The commission shall hold at the 
State Capitol at least one regular meeting annually, and as many special 
meetings as may be necessary. The state librarian hereinafter provided 
for shall be secretary of the Library and Historical Commission. No 
member of the commission shall receive any salary or per diem or other 
compensation for his services as such commissioner, but the actual 
expenses incurred in attending the meetings of the commission, or by 
any member thereof in visiting and establishing libraries shall be paid 
for by the state." The commission shall elect a state librarian, who shall 
not be of their number and who shall be an experienced librarian. Said 
state librarian shall serve at the will of the commission and shall give 
to the governor an acceptable bond in the sum of five thousand ($5000) 
dollars for the proper care of the State Library and its equipment. He 
shall record the proceedings of the commission, keep an accurate account 
of its financial transactions, and perform such other duties as may be 
assigned him by said commission. In addition to his salary, the state 
librarian shall be allowed his actual expenses when traveling in the 
services of the commission. Such expenses shall be certified to under 
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oath and approved by the chairman, or acting chairman, of the com- 
mission. (Id., sec. 2. R. S., 1911, art. 5601, as amended by Act of 
April 15, 1913.) 

Powers and duties of the commission.—The commission is authorized 
and empowered to purchase within the limits of the annual appropria- 
tion allowed by act of the legislature from time to time suitable books, 
pictures, etc., the same to be the property of the state. The commission 
shall give advice to such persons as contemplate the establishment of 
public libraries in regard to such matters as the maintenance of public 
libraries, selection of books, cataloguing, and library management. The 
commission shal] have conducted library institutes, and encourage library 
associations. The state librarian shall ascertain the condition of all 
public libraries in this state, and report the results to the commission. 
(Id., see. 3. R. S., 1911, art. 5602.) 


Commission may receive gifts——The commission shall have power and 
authority to receive donations or gifts of money or property upon such 
terms and conditions as it may deem proper, provided no financial lia- 
bility is thereby entailed upon the state. (Id., sec. 4. R. 8., 1911, art. 
5603.) 

State Library, what belongs to.—All books, pictures, documents, pub- 
lications, and manuscripts received through gift, purchase, or exchange, 
or on deposit, from any source for the use of the state, shall constitute 
a part of the State Library, and shall be placed therein for the use of 
the public. (Id., sec. 5. R.S., 1911, art. 5604.) 


Books, pictures, etc., transferred from department of insurance and 
banking.—So much of the law relating to the department of insurance 
and banking as places under the jurisdiction of that department the 
custody and control of books, documents, newspapers, manuscripts, 
archives, relics, mementoes, flags, works of art, etc., now in said depart- 
ment and places upon said department the duty of collecting and pre- 
serving historical data, is hereby repealed. The custody and control 
of books, documents, newspapers, manuscripts, archives, relics, memen- 
toes, flags, works of art, etc., and the duty of collecting and preserving 
historical data is transferred to the Texas Library and Historical Com- 
mission. To avoid all misunderstanding, it is hereby expressly declared 
that the gallery of the portraits of the presidents of the republic and 
of the governors of the state of Texas constitutes a part of the State 
Library. The commission shall adopt such rules and regulations for 
the government of the State Library as will insure the careful preserva- 
tion of the books, documents, newspapers, manuscripts, archives, relics, 
mementoes, flags, works of art, etc., deposited therein, and particularly 
shall all materials relating to the history of Texas be carefully safe- 
guarded. (Id., sec. 7. R.S., 1911, art. 5605.) 

Duties of the state librarian.—The duties of the state librarian, acting 
under the direction of the Texas Library and Historical Commission, 
shall be as follows: 
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First. He shall have charge of the State Library and all books, pic- 
tures, documents, newspapers, manuscripts, archives, relics, mementoes, 
flags, etc., therein contained. 

Second. He shall endeavor to collect all manuscript records relating 
to the history of Texas in the hands of private individuals, and where 
the originals can not be obtained he shall endeavor to procure authen- 
ticated copies. He shall be authorized to expend the money appropriated 
for the purchase of books relating to Texas, and he shal! seek diligently 
to procure a copy of every book, pamphlet, map or other printed matter 
giving valuable information concerning this state. He shall collect 
portraits or photographs of as many of the prominent men of Texas as 
possible. He shall endeavor to complete the files of the early Texas 
newspapers in the State Library; and he shall cause to be bound the 
current files of not less than ten of the leading newspapers of the state, 
and the current files of not less than four leading newspapers of other 
, states, and of as many of the county papers, professional journals, de- 
nominational papers, agricultural papers, trade journals and other pub- 
lications of this state as seem necessary to preserve in the State Library 
an accurate record of the history of Texas. 

Third. He shall demand and receive from the officers of state de- 
partments having them in charge, all books, maps, papers, manuscripts, 
documents, memoranda, and data not connected with or necessary to the 
current duties of said officers, relating to the history of Texas, and care- 
fully classify, catalogue and preserve the same. The attorney general 
shall decide as to the proper custody of such books, etc., whenever there 


1 is any disagreement as to the same. 

e Fourth. Any state, county or other official is hereby authorized and 
e empowered in his discretion to turn over to the State Library for per- 
- manent preservation therein any official books, records, documents, orig- 


inal papers, maps, charts, newspaper files and printed books not in cur- 
rent use in his offices, and the state librarian shall receipt for the same. 


1 Fifth. The state librarian shall endeavor to procure from Mexico 
r the original archives which have been removed from Texas and relate 
“ to the history and settlement thereof, and in case he can not procure 
- the originals, he shall endeavor to procure authentic copies thereof. In 
d like manner he shall procure the originals or authentic copies of manu- 
d scripts preserved in other archives beyond the limits of this state, in so 
e far as said manuscripts relate to the history of Texas. 
r Sixth. He shall preserve all historical relics, mementoes, antiquities, 
i- and works of art connected with and relating to the history of Texas, 
S, which may in any way come into his possession as state librarian. He 
ly shall constantly endeavor to build up an historical museum worthy of 
> the interesting and important history of this state. 

Seventh. He shall make and certify to copies of papers or documents 
ie in the State Library, upon application of any person interested, and 
a. shall charge the same fees as are allowed the secretary of state for sim- | 


ilar services. And such certified copies of papers and documents shall 
be received in evidence by the courts the same as like papers and docu- 
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ments of other state departments. He shall collect all such fees in 
advance and turn them over to the state treasurer quarterly, and shall 
be authorized to approve the vouchers for all expenditures made in con- 
nection with the State Library. 

Eighth. He shall give careful attention to the proper classification, 
indexing and preservation of the official archives that are now or may 
hereafter come into his custody. 

Ninth. He shall make a biennial report to the Texas Library and 
Historical Commissioners, to be by them transmitted to the governor, 
to be accompanied by such historical papers and documents as he may 
deem of sufficient importance. (Id., sec. 9. R. S., 1911, art. 5606.) 


Books, pictures, etc., transferred from other de partments.—All books, 
pictures, papers, maps, documents, manuscripts, memoranda, and data 
which relate to the history of Texas as a province, colony, republic or 
state, which have been or may hereafter be delivered to the state librarian 
by the secretary of state, comptroller, commissioner of the general land 
office, or by any of the heads of the departments, or by any persons or 
officers in pursuance of law, shall be deemed books and papers of said 
State Library, and shall constitute a part of the archives of said State 
Library, and copies therefrom shall be made and certified by the said 
state librarian upon application of any person interested, which certifi- 
cate shall have the same force and effect as if made by the officer orig- 
inally in custody of them, and for which the same fees shall be charged, 
to be collected in advance and turned over to the state treasurer quar- 
terly. (Id., sec. 10. R.S., 1911, Art. 5607.) 


Public documents for exchange.—That 150 copies of each annual or 
biennial report, printed by the secretary of state in accordance with the 
laws regulating public printing, shall be delivered by the secretary of 
state to the Library and Historical Commission for distribution to the 
free public libraries of Texas and to libraries elsewhere in exchange for 
publications received from them. . (Act April 15, 1913. General Laws, 
1913, ch. 140, art. 5607a.) 


Sale of volumes of Texas archives.—That the Library and Historical 
Commission is authorized to sell copies of the Texas archives, printed 
with funds appropriated for that purpose, at a price not to exceed 25 
per cent above cost of publishing, provided that any money realized in 
excess of the costs attending such sale shall be placed to the account of 
the general revenue in the state treasury; provided further, that one copy 
of each volume of the Texas archives may be distributed free to the 
governor, the members of the legislature and to the libraries indicated 
in article 5607a above. (Act April 15, 1913. General Laws, 1913, 
ch. 140, art. 5607b.) 


Legislative reference section.—The said Library and Historical Com- 
mission is authorized and directed to maintain for the use and informa- 
tion of the members of the legislature, the heads of the several state 
departments, and such other citizens as may desire to consult the same, 
a section of the State Library for legislative reference and information. 
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The commission shall appoint an assistant librarian competent to con- 
duct the work of said legislative reference section. Said assistant libra- 
rian shall have available for use explanatory check lists and catalogues 
of the current legislation of this and other states, catalogues of the bills 
and resolutions presented in either branch of the legislature, check lists 
of the public documents of the several states, including all reports issued 
by. the various departments, boards and commissions of this state, digests 
of such public laws of this and other states as may best be made avail- 
able for legislative use. Said assistant librarian shall give the members 
of the legislature such aid and assistance in the drafting of bills and 
resolutions as may be asked. (Act March 19, 1909, sec. 11. R. S., 1911, 
art. 5608.) 


Biennial report of commission—The commission shall make a bien- 
nial report to the governor, which shall include the biennial report of 
the state librarian. Said report shall present a comprehensive view of 
the operation of the said commission in the discharge of the duties im- 
posed by this chapter, shall present a review of the library conditions 
in this state, present an itemized statement of the expenditures of the 
commission, make such recommendations as their experience shall sug- 
gest and present careful estimates of the sum or sums of money neces- 
sary for the carrying out of the provisions of this chapter. Said report 
shall be made and printed, and by the governor be laid before the legis- 
lature as are other department reports. (Id., sec. 12. R. S., 1911, 
art. 5609.)

CONFEDERATE HOME Lisrary. Knox 
Jones, Librarian. Contains about 1250 
volumes; 30 added during the present 
year. Receives 30 newspapers and peri- 
odicals. The library is open seven 
hours on week days, but is closed on 
Sundays. There is no fund for the 
purchase of books. Many of those now 
in the Library are old and in bad con- 
dition. Gifts of books of history and 
fiction are gladly welcomed.

Woman’s Home Ltr- 
BRARY. This library was begun only a 
short time ago. There are no funds 
for its increase. At the recent State 
convention of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, the Superintendent of the home, 
Miss Daffan, particularly requested that 
each Chapter of the Texas Division 
send to the Home library a few books. 
This request met an immediate re- 
sponse on the part of many Chapters 
and friends of the Home. The library 
also receives 25 newspapers and period- 
icals. For the convenience of the la- 
dies the books are shelved adjoining the 
sitting room on the first floor, while the 
newspapers and periodicals are kept in 
the reading room on the second floor. 
In commenting upon the reading of the 
old ladies, the Superintendent _ re- 
marks, “Upon careful observation of 
what the old ladies find most pleasure 
in reading, I find that recent publica- 
tions are usually the books they love 
to read. At first I expected that they 
would care most for reminiscent accounts 
of the historic 60’s, stories of the war 
or history, and such books are given an 
honored place in the library and treated 
with great respect. But these are not 
the books which are read oftenest and 
longest by the old ladies. Stories of 
adventure, romance, poetry, books teem- 
ing with life and books that throb with 
human nature and human interest are 
the ones that I find in their hands.” 
State Lunatic AsyLuM. The Super- 
intendent of this institution writes, 
“Aside from the library of medical 
books and a few volumes for the pa- 
tients, we are very poorly provided with 
a library. There is no special fund for 
this purpose and no gifts from individ- 
uals, The appropriation for literature 
and amusement, which is very small, is 





used principally for providing music for 


Friday night dances for the patients 
and for moving pictures and _ phono- 
graphs.”

The Su- 
perintendent reports that there is no 
library, but that stands are placed in 
each building where books, magazines 
and papers are kept.

1. Library Economy. 

First Year. (Required as a part of 
First Year Education.) 

Aim: To make the First Year class 
at home in the library and to teach 
them to use books as tools and to find 
what they need without waste of time. 

Course: At least ten lessons on the 
use of cataloging, periodical indexes, 
and reference books. Practical prob- 
lems will be given in the use of books. 

Fourth Year. (Required as a part of 
Fourth Year Education.) 

Aim: To prepare the Fourth Year 
students to select books for the grades, 
to direct the outside reading of children 
and to train them to use the library. 
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Course: 
children’s books. 
will give practice lessons to children of 
the Training School in the use of dic- 
tionary, table of contents, index, and the 


Ten lessons on the study of 
Fourth Year students 


library catalogue. Fourth Year students 
are required to read several children’s 
books and thus obtain a standard for 
selecting books for children. 


2. School Library Economics. 


Library methods is too large a subject 
to be mastered in the short course pre- 
sented. The object of this course is 
to impart correct ideas of the use 
and importance of the library in school 
work and to prepare teachers to organ- 
ize and administer a small school li- 
brary. 

Administration of Small School Li- 
brary: Cataloging, classification, book- 
selection, reference work, mechanical 
processes, etc. 

Library Extension in Texas and Other 
States: A study of conditions looking to 
the building up of the school libraries 
to supplement our State course of study. 

The Book and the Child: A study of 
diffetent classes of books for children 
with suggestions as to their use in the 
school room, story telling, reading aloud, 
class report on book read, ete. 

Practice Work: Not less than two 
periods of practice work in the library 
per week throughout the entire two years 
will be required. 

This class will be limited to six stu- 
dents and the work is an elective course.

The installation of a two story book 
stack, with a capacity of 40,000 volumes, 
was completed about November 1, 1912.—

“The most important work undertaken 
by the Dallas Public Library this year 
has been the establishment of a munici- 
pal reference department. Every progres- 
sive city has long felt the need of ex- 
pert knowledge on the part of all offi- 
cials, improvement clubs and individual 
citizens in the solution of municipal prob- 
lems.

By an exchange sys- 
tem with other libraries it is collecting 
municipal reports, city charters, city tel- 
ephone directories, reports of special com- 
missions, playground statistics and in 
fact any literature concerning the city 
and its growth. By consulting this ma- 
terial it may be seen how other cities, 
as the congestion of population increased, 
have reformed their charters, built up 
their streets and advanced the public wel- 
fare, physical, moral and _ intellectual. 
Thus we may profit by the successes and 
avoid the errors of other cities.”.—Dallas 
News, March 9, 1913. 

Oak Curr BRANCH’ Liprary. A 
movement to obtain for Oak Cliff .a 
branch library was begun early in 1911. 
The Dallas Publie Library Board gave 
encouragement, and Mr. Carnegie prom- 
ised $25,000 to erect the building if the 
usual conditions of his gifts were met. 
After 18 months of unflagging effort 
$3000 was raised and a suitable building 
site obtained. Construction is to begin 
as soon as the plans have been approved. 
A full history of this movement is 
printed in the Dallas News of November 
3, 1912.

The entire library of Texas Christian 
University was destroyed by fire in 1910. 
The new library is entering upon its 
fourth year’s work. It is housed in a 
large room 24x75 feet, on the ground 
floor of one wing of the main building. 
This room also serves as a reading room, 
and is admirably suited to its purpose. 
In 1911 the Shirley family of Anna, 
Texas, donated $1650 to furnish the Li- 
brary room. The room has been desig- 
nated as the “Rebecca Shirley Room.” 
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The Library has been the recipient of nu- 
merous gifts of books and periodicals; no- 
table are the collection of books on 
classical language and literature donated 
by Mr. L. C. Strange of Temple, Texas, 
and a library of history and _ political 
science presented by the senior class of 
1913. 

High Scuoot Liprary. This library 
received as a gift a portion of the library 
of the late Professor Alexander Hogg.— 
Fort Worth Record, March 20, 1913. 

CARNEGIE Pustic Liprary. As the sta- 
tistics for this library have not yet been 
received, a few extracts are made from 
the report for the year ending March 1, 
1912: 

“Advertising. — The Commissioner of 
Water Works was requested to permit 
the library to place a terse advertise- 
ment, calling the attention of citizens 
to the free opportunities offered by it, 
on the postal cards which are sent as 
statements to water consumers, the li- 
brary to pay for the additional printing. 
The request was granted and resulted in 
the enrollment of a number of families 
who had not been patrons of the library. 

“Photographs. — Among the notable 
gifts during the year was the gift from 
Prof. D. Cady Eaton of 911 large photo- 
graphs of Italian Renaissance painting, 
sculptural and architectural subjects. 
The collection is a portion of the large 
collection of photographs of art which 
Professor Eaton -gave to the Metropoli- 
tan Museum, New York, with the instrue- 
tions to dispose as they thought best of 
such as were duplicates of photographs 
already in the Metropolitan collection. 
The gift came to us at the suggestion of 
Mr. Frank D. Millet, Secretary, Amer- 
ican Federation of Arts, Washington, 
D. C., who recommended to Mr. Edward 
Robinson, Director of the Metropolitan 
Museum, this library to receive it. 

“Founders’ Day.—The Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, believing that it was fit- 
ting that some recognition should be 
made by Fort Worth of the great service 
of Dr. Andrew Carnegie in his efforts to 
ameliorate the condition of mankind by 
assisting to place at their disposal the 
fullest means for self-development by his 
wise assistance in the foundation of libra- 
ries and other educational institutions, 
decided to name the first Thursday in 
November ‘Founders Day’ and on that day 
of each year to hold suitable exercises in 
recognition of Dr. Carnegie’s work. On 
Thursday evening, November 2, the exer- 
cises were held in the presence of a large 





and representative audience of Fort 
Worth citizens. The exercises took the 
form of an eulogy of Dr. Carnegie and 
his work and the celebration of the tenth 
anniversary of the opening of the library. 
Addresses were made by Mayor W. D. 
Davis, representing the city; Rev. Wil- 
liam Caldwell, representing the churches 
of the city; Mr. J. W. Cantwell, the 
schools; Mrs. R. E. Buchanan and Rabbi 
George Fox, the Women’s Clubs; and 
Mr. W. B. Paddock, the board of trus- 
tees.

Strate Prison Liprary. W. T. McDon- 
ald, Chaplain and Librarian. The latest 
available report of this library is for the 
year ending December 31, 1911. “During 


the month of June, 1910, there were 347: 


books, 128 magazines and 200 Christian 
Heralds distributed in the cells. During 
the month of June this year, there were 
drawn from the library 468 books, 125 
magazines and 200 Christian Heralds, 
showing some increase over the previous 
year. There has been a large number of 
magazines and periodicals received, which 
have been distributed as follows: 

“Wynne farm, 677 magazines and 180 
newspapers. 

“Anchor farm, 25 magazines. 

“Camp Goree (women’s department), 


60 newspapers, 338 magazines and 35

“In addition to the above there has 
been distributed 6500 newspapers, 250 
Christian Advocates, 250 Baptist Stan- 
dards, 425 German religious papers and 
125 Catholic magazines. There are now 
on hand about 1200 magazines and peri- 
odicals which are being prepared for 
proper distribution. 

“There was contributed to the system 
through the American Bible Society 300 
Bibles and Testaments, which have been 
distributed here and among the men on 
the farms. 

“We are badly in need of new books for 
the library, as at the present rate af 
depletion there will be a dearth of good 
books and none to take their -places 
within the next year or two.”

STATE PRISON LIBRARY. 
Chaplain and Librarian. The prison li- 
brary, containing about 4000 volumes, 
was destroyed by fire March 1; 1913, ex- 
cept 75 volumes that were in the hands 
of prisoners on that date. By appeals 
addressed te the public through the 
press, the Chaplain has obtained gifts 
since March 15, aggregating 5023 vol- 
umes, classified as follows: fiction 2100 
volumes, religious 725, Bibles and Testa- 
ments 520, school books 400, song books 
221, history 110, miscellaneous 947.

The Chaplain comments on the forego- 
ing as follows: “This list is a fairly 
good representation of what the reading

Our selection of 
histories is not so good as we had be- 
fore ‘the fire. We have a few very 
fine sets of books of a practical nature, as 
“The Seience of Railways” 12 volumes, 
and “The Romance of Modern Science” 5 
volumes. We also have a _ beautifully 
bound set of the “American Encyclope- 
dia,” “Text Books of the American Ly- 
ceum Course” 10 volumes, and the Stan- 
dard Dictionary.

thing to increase the use of the library 
and to select the type of books that are 
read. In 1911 when the present chaplain 
took charge the library was poorly kept 
and little used. From less than 75 vol- 
umes per month, we have run the cir- 
culation up as high as 965 during one 
month. No record of the circulation for 
1911 is in our hands but the circulation 
for the entire year of 1912 was 2822 and 
to Oct. 1st, 1913, the circulation has been 
5770. We find that about 55 per cent of 
our prisoners do more or less reading, 
and when we are reminded that full 10 
per cent are illiterate this is a remarka- 
ble showing. The literature that circu- 
lates is full 80 per cent fiction, which I 
think to be about the proportion for the 
usual library.”

Extensive publicity work was done by 
the library during the past year. The 
librarian delivered addresses before 
schools and organizations of various 
kinds; the usual quarterly bulletin was 
issued; extensive use was made of the 
newspapers; neatly framed advertise- 
ments of the library were placed in six 


department stores, eleven hotels, the
